tion of $272,000,000 for completion of 
the huge control program begun un- 
der the 1928 flod contrl act, enacted 
after the msl disastrous flood in the 
valley's history the year before. 


The final act making the bill a law 


climaxed six months efforts on (lie 
part of the Mississippi, Louisiana and 
Arkansas delegations, led by Sen- 
ators John1 H. Ovcrton of Louisiana, 
and Joe T. Robinson, the minority 
leader, to obtain congressional ap- 
proval o£ the porgram. 


The measure provides for construc- 


tion of three huge floodways, eight 
reservoirs and various levees.

Sleep is distinctly a. habit. If good 


sleeping habits are established early 
in life, they they tend to persist. 


Hunger, pain, sudden noises, flashes 


of light, and sudden changes .in tem- 
perature will awaken a small baby. 
Obviously, if the baby is kept warm, 
if it is put into its crib in such manner 
as to permit muscular activity, if its 
digestive tract is kept free from dis- 
comfort by proper feeding, if its cloth- 
ing is not too thick, and if the room is 
not too warm, the baby probably will 
sleep well. 


Children can be taught to disre- 


gard slight noises, slight changes in 
lighting, and similar external factors. 
Training in sleep must begin early. 
The child who once has formed the 
habit of wakefulness, or the child 
awakened by the slightest noise, is 
difficult to control in matters of sleep. 


Mothers must learn to 
disregard 


slight wakefulness and not rush into 
the- child's room every time it turns 
over. 


Fo this eason, it is inadvisable for 


the mother or the nurse to sleep in 
thq same room with the child, and 
certainly not in the same bed. If the 
infant sleeps with its mother, there is 
a tendency to nurse the baby fre- 
quently. 


It is argued that children will sleep 


better if they are allowed to stay up 
at night until they almost "fall asleep 
on their feet." The child that is un- 
usually tired' before it goes to sleep 
will be frrJtable and excited.
